Drury, Geoghegan win seats; Barr knocks off Chandler

Republican candidates 
state Rep. Kim King and con¬ 
gressional challenger Andy 
Barr handily defeated their 
Democrat rivals Tuesday 
night in two heated races. 

County Clerk Jason Denny 
said turnout was about 64 
percent county wide, and that 
a total of 10,435 votes were 
cast. Of that total there were 
2,307 straight ticket Republi¬ 
can voters and 1,720 straight 
ticket Democrat voters. 

Denny said Election Day 
went smoothly in Anderson 
County. 

“That’s a credit to the 
Anderson County Board of 
Elections and my staff,” he 
said. “They did a great job.” 

The incumbent King 
(R-Harrodsburg) defeated 
Democrat candidate Kent 
Stevens to win a second term 
to the Kentucky House of 
Representatives. 

This is the second time 
King and Stevens have gone 
head to head in the 55th Dis¬ 
trict, 

King defeated Stevens in 
2010, but nowhere near as 
badly as she did Tuesday 
night. 

Along with defeating him 
soundly in his home county, 
King scored an overwhelm¬ 
ing victory in her home 
county of Mercer, defeating 
him by just over 3,700 votes

Children seek help for arson victims

The children of Red and 
Joyce Shingleton have no 
idea why someone burned 
their parents’ business to 
the ground late last month, 
but they do know they need 
some help while trying to 
recover. 

Red’s Welding and Scrap 
Removal was intentionally 
set fire twice in October — 
the first attempt to burn it 
down failed, the second did 
not. 

Investigators with the 
Kentucky State Police say 
both attempts were arson 
and they are still looking for 
whoever is responsible. 

In the meantime, the 
Shingleton’s five children 
—Joyce Base, Beth Nichols, 
Alice Proctor, Rick Libby and 
Wayne Shingleton — have 
established an account 
named “Donation Account 
for Oscar and Joyce Shingle¬ 
ton” at Century Bank, and 
are seeking donations to help 
the family recover from the 
crime.

little insurance,” said one of 
the daughters, speaking on 
behalf of her siblings. “They 
pretty much lost all of their 
livelihood and the source to 
pay their bills. 

“We want to do whatever 
we can to help.” 

Like her dad, the daugh¬ 
ter said she has no idea who 
would want to burn down 
the business, which sat just 
yards from the family’s 
home and was reduced to 
pile of smoldering rubble. 

“We have no clue,” she 
said. “Our mom and dad have 
worked hard all their lives, 
and for something like this 
to happen... we really don’t 
understand why.” 

The daughter said seeking 
help is difficult for her dad. 


“They’re such proud 
people and they don’t want 
to ask for anything,” she said. 
“They’ve always been hard 
workers and never liked 
to ask for nothing — never 
have. They will give and give 
and never ask for anything 
in return.” 

The daughter said figur¬ 
ing out exactly how much 
was lost in the fire is diffi¬ 
cult. 

“He had everything in 
there,” she said. “A brand 
new set of torches, a welder, 
a new riding mower... he lost 
it all. 

“His livelihood was in that 
building, now it’s gone.” 

A $1,000 reward for infor¬ 
mation leading to the arrest 
and indictment of whoever 
set the fires is being offered 
by the Kentucky State Police.

in a 69 to 31 percent landslide. 

Stevens did upend King in 
the small portion of Spencer 
County that is part of the 55th 
District by a total of 523-515. 

“I am completely over¬ 
whelmed,” King said by phone 
moments after learning she 
had won so handily. “I am 
humbled by the support I’ve 
earned from Anderson County 
residents over the past two 
years and pledge my best 
effort to continue the path 
that I’m on.” 

King said she never expect¬ 
ed to win in Anderson County 
by such a large margin. King 
won Anderson County by 55 
percent for a total of 5,618 
votes. Stevens received 45 per¬ 
cent for a total 4,632 votes. 

“We had received a lot of 
positive feedback, but a lot of 
it was anecdotal and we didn’t 
know that it would translate 
into votes.” 

Stevens ran a series of 
critical ads over his campaign’s 
final few weeks, including 
calling King’s position on char¬ 
ter schools a “hair-brained” 
idea. 

She said the negative ads 


were “disappointing.” 

“We made the decision early 
on that we were not going to 
be negative,” King said. “We 
were going to talk about trans¬ 
parency and accountability as 
the foundation of my service, 
and we tried to hold firm with 
that.” 

King said she is “humbled” 
by the margin of victory. 

“Humbled and honored, and 
I want people to know that 
I’m just a phone call or e-mail 
away.” 

In a $4 million close con¬ 
gressional race for the 6th 
District seat, candidate and 
former Lexington attorney 
Andy Barr beat incumbent 
Congressman Ben Chandler 51 
to 47 percent. 

Barr beat Chandler in 
Anderson County with 58 
percent of a total 5,787 votes, 
1,584 more votes than Chan¬ 
dler, who received 42 percent 
countywide. 

Chandler, who has held his 
seat in Congress since 2004, 
narrowly beat Barr by fewer 
than 700 votes in 2010. 

Incumbent state Sen. Julian 
Carroll defeated Republican 
opponent Frank Haynes for 
the 7th District state senate 
seat, with Carroll capturing 61 
percent of the vote to Haynes’ 
39 percent. 


Carroll won Anderson 
County by 52 percent with 
5,202 votes; Haynes received 
4,824 votes for a total 48 per¬ 
cent. 

George Geoghegan III was 
the only one of six challengers 
to the incumbents to secure a 
seat on the city council, knock¬ 
ing off Steve Rucker by just 14 
votes, unofficially. 

Geoghegan said his victory 
came as a surprise. 

“Yes, it did,” he said. “Most 
of them have been on there a 
long time, and I’m a newcom¬ 
er. I didn’t think many people 
who live in the city knew me 
that well.” 

Incumbent city council 
candidates Bobby Durr, Rob¬ 
ert “Sandy” Goodlett, William 
“Larry” Giles, Ken Evans and 
Paul Thomas Vaughn retained 
their seats on the council, with 
current member Steve Rucker 
losing his spot to Geoghegan. 

Donna Crain Drury beat 
incumbent Steve Higgins by 
84 votes to win a seat on the 
Anderson County Board of 
Education. 

“I knew it was going to be 
close,” Drury said of Tuesday’s 
school board election. “I think 
Steve (Higgins) has done a 
great job in the years he’s 
served on the board. 

“I feel people need a choice, 


and I think that there are 
some things that can be done 
to improve the school system.” 

Drury said she looks for¬ 
ward to working with all other 
board of education members 


and Superintendent Sheila 
Mitchell to improve areas of 
the Anderson County school 
system. 

“My biggest concern is the 
students; that’s why I ran,” 
Drury said. “I’d like to contrib¬ 



ute in any way I can.” 

Pam Robinson ran unop¬ 
posed to fill the Anderson 
Circuit Clerk seat of retiring 
incumbent Jan Rogers. Rob¬ 
inson secured just over 7,000 
votes. 

Laura Donnell, who ran 
unopposed for Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney, won with 
7,335 votes. 

A constitutional amend¬ 
ment to protect public 
hunting and fishing as the 
preferred means of manag¬ 
ing and controlling wildlife 
overwhelmingly passed in 
Kentucky, according to news 
reports. 

About 88 percent of Ander¬ 
son County voters filled in 
“yes” for the amendment on 
their ballots Tuesday. 

The amendment, which 
was passed by the General 
Assembly in 2011, will take 
effect immediately.

Tell magistrates 
to protect Earth 
and your wallet 

T he Anderson County Fiscal Court will have a chance to fix 
a $320,000 mistake when it meets Nov. 20, and could use a 
little encouragement between then and now to ensure it 

does. 

It appears there’s a chance that magistrates who approved 
spending that amount on a recycling building have since thought 
better of the idea, and are starting to see government-run recy¬ 
cling for what it really is: a black hole where taxpayer dollars go 
to die. 

Just ask the folks in Woodford County, which just got out of 
government-run recycling, how it felt to subsidize it to the tune 
of $600,000 a year. 

During a fiscal court meeting Monday morning, magistrates 
seemed a little gun-shy about the building, and split hairs with 
the judge-executive by saying their vote two weeks ago was to put 
out bids for the building, not actually have it built. 

Thank goodness because given the other more pressing infra¬ 
structure needs in this county, we need a recycling building about 
as much as UK football needed another season under Joker. 

For those who haven’t been paying attention, here’s a synopsis 
of what’s gone on during the past year. 

Judge-Executive John Wayne Conway and Magistrate David 
Ruggles wanted the mandatory trash and recycling pickup, but 
couldn’t get enough votes to get it done. 

The fiscal court then applied for and received a $125,000 recy¬ 
cling grant from the state, with the caveat being that it needed to 
construct a recycling building on the taxpayers’ dime. 

Now, faced with the reality that the building is going to cost 
nearly three times the amount of the grant, reality has set in and 
what seemed like a good idea at the time has become a nightmare 
of potentially wasted money with no end in sight. 

Thank goodness for that, too, because unless the fiscal court 
rethinks this issue, all of us — including the so-called poor people 
cited by some magistrates as being unable to pay to have their 
trash collected — are going to pay through the nose for this mis¬ 
take. 

And not just financially. The reason for recycling isn’t to pur¬ 
chase colorful bins, erect buildings and hold ceremonial photo 
ops in the schools in an effort to show the world how “green” we 
think we are. 

Recycling is done to keep at least some of our refuse out of the 
landfills and reuse resources that would otherwise be discarded. 
Not real complicated. 

As of today, only 1 in 6 Anderson County residences recycles, 
which doesn’t figure to improve once curbside pickup stops and 
people have to start hauling their recyclables to bins sprinkled 
around the county. 

What will help is mandatory pickup, which is a real bargain 
at just a few dollars per month. Once enacted, recycling will be 
as simple as taking out the trash — you put it at the curb once a 
week and a big truck simply hauls it away. 

Well, as simple as taking out the trash for those who already 
pay to have it collected. Alarmingly, nearly one third of the 
households in this county do not, which means their trash is end¬ 
ing up being burned, tossed alongside a back road or into a busi¬ 
ness owner’s Dumpster, all of which is illegal. 

Magistrates should consider the environmental impact of that, 
too, when rethinking this decision. If they don’t want to come 
down on the side of the taxpayer, they should at least want to 
come down on the side of their own mother — Earth, that is. 

The fiscal court meets again Nov. 20 at 6 p.m., when hope¬ 
fully a final decision on this issue will be made. Magistrates have 
already heard from the “we’re too poor” types and the “govern- 
ment can’t tell me what to do” types. Now, let them hear from 
you on this issue and tell them you support mandatory trash and 
recycling pickup. 

Your planet and your wallet will thank you.

Test scores: widening gap or 
bridge to future success? 


T he word “gap” elicits two 
images when tied with 
measuring educational 
success. 

1. An impass¬ 
able gulf. 

2. A sliver of 
space easily closed. 

Let’s talk about 
what “gap” really 
means. 

The Kentucky 
Department of 
Education recent¬ 
ly released the 
test scores of its 
new assessment 
model, and Ander¬ 
son County’s data indicated 
some seemingly contradictory 
results. 

Students — especially 
elementary students taking 
K-PREP — performed extreme¬ 
ly well on new standardized 
tests in science (this subject 
test did not include the new 
rigorous standards, adminis¬ 
trators said), math, reading, 
language mechanics, social 
studies and writing. 

But those kids who struggle, 
who don’t traditionally test 
as well as other students for 
a multitude of reasons, well, 
they’re still struggling in 
Anderson County. 

According to the Kentucky 
Department of Education, the 
“gap” category combines the 
results for African-American, 
Hispanic, Native American, 
special education, low-income 
(free and reduced lunch stu¬ 
dents! and limited English 


proficiency students into one 
“gap group” and compares 
those test results to their non 
“gap group” peers. 

Here’s a quick look at how 
“gap” students in the high 
school fared: 

• 21.2 percent scored profi¬ 
cient/distinguished in math, 
6.7 percent lower than the 
state average 

• 31.8 percent scored profi¬ 
cient/distinguished in read¬ 
ing, 6.6 percent lower than the 
state average 

• 35.1 percent scored profi¬ 
cient/distinguished in lan¬ 
guage mechanics, 3.5 percent 
lower than the state average 

Students posted scores high¬ 
er than the state in two sub¬ 
ject areas, writing and social 
studies: 

• 32.9 percent scored profi¬ 
cient/ distinguished in writing, 
1.4 percent higher than the 
state average 

• 30.6 percent tested profi¬ 
cient/distinguished in social 
studies, 4.3 percent higher 
than the state average 

Despite the higher-than- 
the-state averages for writing 
and social studies, these gap 
scores are worrisome, espe¬ 
cially given the fact that 62.1 
percent of all high school stu¬ 
dents, including gap groups, 
are considered to be college 
and career-ready. 

Anderson County High 
School was the only school in 
the district to earn the rec-

appy November. 
There’s an old saying 
that if it wasn’t for 
weather and politics, people 
wouldn’t know how to start a 
conversation. 

That certainly seems true 
right about now. 

At least by the 
time you read 
this the election 
should be over, so 
let’s focus on the 
weather. 

As you all 
should know by 
now, I like to use 
Mother Nature’s 
signs to predict 
the weather. If 
the spiders are 
spinning their 
webs, I know it won’t rain 
that day. If the dandelions 
close their blooms, it will rain 
that day. You get the idea. 

Winter weather predic¬ 
tions, from Mother Nature’s 
signs, require monitoring a lot 
of signs over a lot of months. 
It’s not an art or a science. It 
just is what it is. Most times 
Mother Nature gets it right. 
Sometimes not so much. 
Sound like any meteorolo¬ 
gists you know? 

Those of you interested 
in finding out more of the 
weather lore found here, 
should check out the first in 
the series of Foxfire books. 

We have them at the library. 
So let’s look. 

If ant hills are high in July, 
winter will be snowy. They 
were not high. 

If the first week in August 
is unusually warm, the com¬ 
ing winter will be snowy and 
long. It was warmer than 
average. For every fog in 
August, there will be a snow¬ 
fall the following winter. We 
only had one fog. 

The last week of Septem¬ 


ber had thunderstorms, as we 
saw that Friday during the 
Burgoo Festival. So, if we use 
the “The first snow comes 
six weeks after the last thun¬ 
derstorm in September,” we 
should have snow this week. 
I’m doubtful. 

“Onion skins very thin, 
mild winter coming in; Onion 
skins thick and tough com¬ 
ing winter cold and rough.” 
Looking at the late harvests 
of onions and sweet corn, the 
skins were thick. When but¬ 
terflies migrate early, winter 
will be early. The butterfly 
garden at the library had 
very little activity in October. 

The amount of fat and 
fur on the deer is also a great 
sign, but I haven’t talked to 
enough successful hunters 
yet to get a clear trend. If I 
had to guess today, I’d say 
they will have a lot of fat and 
fur, predicting a cold, cold 
winter. 

Squirrels gathering nuts 
in a flurry will cause snow 
to gather in a hurry. I had to 
beat the squirrels off with a 
stick to gather my walnuts. 
Most of these signs taken 
together still form an uncer¬ 
tain winter picture, but we 
have more. Here are some 
signs to watch for in the com¬ 
ing months. 

If the first snowfall lands 
on unfrozen ground, winter 
will be mild. If there is thun¬ 
der in winter, it will snow 
seven days later. The number 
of days old the moon is at the 
first snow tells how many 
snows there will be that 
winter. And finally, a green 
Christmas equals a white 
Easter. 

I do have my favorite signs 
I like to watch. The longer 
the autumn leaves hold on, 
the colder the winter will be. 
Even with the winds from 


Sandy, many trees still hold 
their leaves today. So, brrrr 
will be the adjective of the 
season. 

Last but not least is my 
beloved persimmon seed. 

Cut open a seed, after the 
first frosts, and you will see 
a spoon, a fork or a knife. 

Here in Anderson County, 
the seeds we opened this year 
showed a spoon. Better find 
your snow shovels. 

All of the “official” winter 
weather forecasters have one 
thing in common this year, 
they have low confidence in 
their predictions for the Ohio 
Valley. The negative Arctic 
Oscillation, the arctic sea ice 
loss, and the most unpredict¬ 
able El Nino in 63 years are 
all playing havoc with the 
forecasters models for this 
winter. 

Even the competing Alma¬ 
nacs are torn on their winter 
forecasts. The orange/green 
Farmers’ Almanac calls for 
average temps, very white 
and wet. The pale yellow 
Old Farmer’s Almanac says it 
will be colder and drier than 
normal. 

I’m predicting colder 
than normal, with one big 
snow dump lasting days, and 
at least one power outage 
ice event. Lets all hope I’m 
wrong. Mother Nature will do 
whatever she feels like doing, 
we’re just along for the ride. 

Now, find your long under¬ 
wear, gather the wood, prime 
the generator and build a 
nice warm place for your 
pets and livestock. Winter 
officially arrives Dec. 21, but 
I’m pretty sure my mind and 
body are already there. 

Happy growing.

ognition of “Focus School,” 
meaning it ranked in the 
bottom 10 percent for its low 
scores among individual gap 
groups.

1/4 cup chopped nuts (optional - 
adds 60 calories per serving and 6 g fat 
per serving) 

1. In mixing bowl, blend together 
reduced-fat mayonnaise, lemon juice 
and artificial sweetener. 

2. Wash, core and chop apple, coat 
with dressing in mixing bowl. Quickly 
coating applies with the lemon juice 
dressing prevents browning from oxi¬ 
dation.

categories: achievement, col¬ 
lege and career readiness, as 
well as gap reduction. Being 
labeled a “focus school” 


narrows on just gap scores; 
being “proficient” takes into 
account scores in several cat¬ 
egories, both the higher scores 
of achievement and college/ 
career-readiness, as well as 
the lower gap results. 

When I spoke to Instruc¬ 
tional Supervisor Sharon 
Jackman and Superintendent 
Sheila Mitchell about low gap 
scores, they said they were 
confident in the three-year 
school improvement plans to 
help close the gap. Jackman 


said those who didn’t make a 
year’s growth (those who fell 
into the bottom 60 percent) 
will be monitored, based on 
MAP test scores given three 
times a year. 

I don’t doubt their inten¬ 
tions for increased inter¬ 
vention, but I’m curious to 
see if that will translate to 
improved scores for these 
struggling “gap” students fail¬ 
ing to meet proficiency. 

No one wants to allow the 
gap to widen to a chasm stu¬ 
dents cannot cross.

'needs improvement'

Anderson County’s report 
card for accountability 
shows high marks for test 
scores, but poor grades for 
closing the gap for under- 
performing students, accord¬ 
ing to new state assessment 
data released last Friday. 

The district rated as 
“needs improvement” with 
its overall score of 57.7 out of 
100 in the state’s new Unbri¬ 
dled Learning assessment 
model, falling just below the 
top 30 percent of school dis¬ 
tricts across the state. 

Superintendent Sheila 
Mitchell said Anderson 
County’s goal for state tests 
is always to rank in the top 
10 or top 20 percent. 

“We were a little disap¬ 
pointed we didn’t hit top 30 
percent,” she said. “Since 
this is the first year of the 
accountability model, we’re 
all getting used to it.” 

According to Instructional 
Supervisor Sharon Jackman, 
69.5 percent of Kentucky 
school districts (a total of 121 
districts) were also classified 
as “needs improvement” for 
overall accountability. 

Saffell Street Elementary, 
Anderson County Middle 
School and Emma B. Ward 
Elementary also received 
the “needs improvement” 
classification. 

Anderson County High 
School and Robert B. Turner 
Elementary achieved the 
“proficient” rating, with 
Turner placing in the top 16 
percent and the high school 
placing in the top 24 percent 
of the state for accountabil¬ 
ity. 

“We have a lot of praises,” 
Mitchell said of Anderson 
County’s overall perfor¬ 
mance. “We are very pleased 
with a lot.” 

As Jackman predicted 
prior to last Friday’s release 
of test data, Anderson Coun¬ 
ty students pulled strong 
numbers in standardized 
test scores across the district, 
especially in the district’s 
elementary schools. 

Out of all the schools in 
the district, Robert B. Turner 
Elementary achieved the 
highest test scores, with 73 
percent of students classi¬ 
fied as proficient and/or 
distinguished for third grade 
math and 65.2 percent of 
students proficient/distin¬ 
guished in third grade read¬ 
ing. 

All district schools, Jack- 
man said, scored in the

70th percentile or above in 
the achievement category, 
which measures K-PREP test 
results at the elementary 
and middle school level, and 
the ACT and end-of-course 
assessments at the high 
school. 

All of the elementary 
schools combined, Jackman 
added, achieved the goal of 
100 in accountability for sci¬ 
ence. 

At the high school, stu¬ 
dents made a full point gain 
on the ACT and 62.1 percent 
are considered college and 
career-ready, exceeding the 
state set goal. 

“So we’re very, very proud

of the student performance 
on the ACT,” Mitchell said. 

“Our ultimate goal is that 
all children are college and 
career-ready.” 

Anderson County, how¬ 
ever, did not achieve high 
grades in every assessment 
category. 

Gap scores for minority, 
special education and free 
and reduced lunch students 
— especially in math, read¬ 
ing, language mechanics and 
social studies at the high 
school — were low, according 
to state test data. 

About 21.2 percent of 
high school “gap” students 
reached total accountability 
for math, 31.8 percent met 
accountability for reading, 
35.1 percent for language 
mechanics and 30.8 percent 
for social studies. 

At the middle school, 23 
percent of “gap” students 
met total accountability 
for language mechanics, 

30.9 percent of gap students 
met total accountability for 
math and 33.2 percent met 
accountability for reading. 

Anderson County High 
School was the only district 
school to be designated as a 


“focus school,” meaning the 
school did not succeed in 
closing the achievement gap 
for low-performing student 
groups, placing in the bot¬ 
tom 10 percent for its gap 
scores. 

“I would think the gap is 
the focus for all our schools,” 
Mitchell said. “It is an area 
we have been focusing on 
and continue to focus on.” 

Jackman said the district 
will address low gap scores 
by assessing and identify¬ 
ing those students across all 
performance levels who did 
not gain the same amount of 
growth as their peers did a 
year ago. 

“We’re going to kind of 
‘name and claim’ students 
who aren’t making that 
growth,” Jackman said, add¬ 
ing that the district will be 
monitoring their progress 
based on MAP assessments 
given three times a year. 

A three-year comprehen¬ 
sive improvement plan was 
instituted last year for indi¬ 
vidual schools and the dis¬ 
trict, Mitchell and Jackman 
said, with the plans focusing 
on intervention and enrich¬ 
ment, as well as school safe¬ 
ty measures. 

Schools like Turner 
Elementary’s fourth and 
fifth grade reading classes, 
Mitchell and Jackman said, 
already implement inter¬ 
vention and enrichment 
activities to enrich or master 
skills before moving on to 
the next concept. 

“There was really no sur¬ 
prise here,” Jackman said 
of plans to address district 
gaps in assessment and cur¬ 


riculum. “(Mitchell) planned 
ahead.” 

With the release of the 
new test data, faculty and 
staff will have an oppor¬ 
tunity to make changes to 
improvement plans moving 
forward, Mitchell said, or 
during monthly leadership 
team meetings with the 
superintendent. 

“We’re pretty confident 
in the plans our schools have 
put together,” Jackman said. 

Students should be receiv¬ 
ing their individual state 
test results soon, Jackman 
and Mitchell said, and they 
encourage parents to set up 
parent/teacher conferences 
if they’d like to review spe¬ 
cific test information. 

Jackman said the district 
plans to send a letter home 
with parents, explaining 
how to read the results of 
the new state testing stan¬ 
dards. 

She also plans to host a 
45-minute session during 
a “Unite to Read” night on 
how to read test results.

Tibbetts files suit against judge, court

A former paramedic is claiming he was 
fired from his position for being “a quali¬ 
fied individual with a disability” and is 
suing Judge-Executive John Wayne Conway 
and the Anderson County Fiscal Court for 
letting him go.

County Attorney Bobbi Jo Lewis 
declined to comment on the lawsuit.

They scored an 89.9, the band’s 
personal best and the highest 
score in school history, break¬ 
ing the regional record the 
band achieved two weeks ago. 

“That’s the highest score 
I’ve ever been a part of,” Brady 
said. 

The end of the marching 
season typically ends with the 
state finals competition, but 
since the “My Secret Identity” 
show was so good and he had 
a good senior class, Brady 
said, the director decided this 
summer to schedule one final 
competition, the Mid-States 
Championships. 

“State finals is the most 
prestigious thing to a kid,” 
Brady said. “Mid-State is also 
prestigious; it’s other kids from 


other states. It was a little anti- 
climatic to go up there and pos¬ 
sibly not be in the top three, 
but it felt really good. The look 
on the kids’ faces when they 
won a very large event; they 
were very shocked.” 

“We’ve had such a wonder¬ 
fully blessed season, I was 
afraid we were going to go up 
there and not do well, but the 
kids are kind of unstoppable 
this season,” he said. 

The Anderson County 
Marching Bearcats will be 
performing in the Lawrence¬ 
burg Christmas parade in the 
beginning of December, but 
students will be taking some 
time off to “recharge their bat¬ 
teries,” Brady said.

If it can’t 
be taught, or repent or be baptized you can’t call it 
Christian! To put Christian before anything else is to 
misuse the word. 

It is not proper to call a school, academy, bookstore, 
publication company, club, ball team, scouts, dance 
team, cheerleading group, church or anything else as a 
“Christian.” I understand that what one is trying to say is 
that these things are organized, recommended by 
Christians, etc. Read 1 Peter 4:11 and Col. 3:17 

Simply, let the word stand for individuals, NOT 

THINGS.

Judge-Executive John 
Wayne Conway had just fin¬ 
ished telling magistrates that 
an additional $10,000 would 
likely be needed to move gas 
and water lines for the build¬ 
ing when Barnett called into 
question the vote taken two 
weeks earlier to build it. 

Barnett said he thought 
the vote was only to accept 
bids, and asked Conway if he 
intended to have the lines 
moved before actually voting 
to construct the building. 

“We already voted to build,” 
Conway answered. 

“The motion was to accept 
bids,” added Magistrate Buddy 
Sims, which sparked a conver¬ 
sation that had Ruggles and 
Magistrate Forest Dale Stevens 
agreeing with Conway. 

During that discussion, 
Barnett asked at least twice 
how much money Jessamine 
County — which has a nearly 


identical recycling building 
as the one proposed here — is 
spending to supplement recy¬ 
cling costs. 

That was apparently the 
tipping point for Ruggles 
who, along with Conway, 
lobbied for but couldn’t get 
enough fiscal court votes to 
implement mandatory trash 
and recycling 
pickup in an 
effort to avoid 
the expense 
of county-run 
recycling. 

“You’re a 
member of 
the solid waste 
committee,” 

Ruggles yelled 
after standing 
up and facing Barnett. “Why 
don’t you pick up a phone and 
find out. 

“Don’t expect me or the 
judge to tell you. You’re a mag¬ 
istrate, too. Do your job, for 
God’s sake!” 

Following the meeting, 
Conway blasted Barnett for 
the job he’s doing, saying he 


clearly doesn’t understand his 
role in county government. 

“The 6 th District magistrate 
doesn’t have a clue how any 
form of government operates,’ : 
Conway said over the phone. 
“In past meetings he has told 
[code enforcement officer] 
Doug Ingram not to give out 
his number and that he didn’t 


want to receive complaints, 
told Magistrate David Mont¬ 
gomery he wasn’t doing his 
job, and today he was told to 
start doing his own job by one 
of the most respected magis¬ 
trates on the fiscal court. 

“After 18 months in office, 
Magistrate Barnett still doesn’t 
have a clue, and I wish some¬ 


one in the first grade would 
come out and teach him how 
county government operates.” 

Barnett didn’t respond to 
Ruggles’ comments during 
Monday’s meeting, but Con¬ 
way, sensing that the court 
might be starting to reverse 
itself on the building, said he 
and Ruggles, who chairs the 
solid waste 
committee, 
have worked 
long and hard 
on recycling 
and that 
he wants to 
know where 
this is headed. 

“Fet me 
reopen this,” 
Conway said. 
“Are we going to spend $19,000 
on building plans, put this out 
for bids and then just reject 
the bids? 

“I need to know. A lot of 
time has been spent on recy¬ 
cling — I’m not complaining, 
that’s part of my job — but one 
day the court’s for recycling, 
one day against.” 


Conway then launched into 
an admonition of the court for 
not doing as he and Ruggles 
suggested nearly a year ago 
and support mandatory trash 
pickup and recycling, which 
would be conducted by the 
private company that current¬ 
ly provides trash collection. 

“This could have been put 
to a head months ago,” he said, 
“and we wouldn’t be building 
a $319,000 building. 

“I am for mandatory recy¬ 
cling and trash pick up that 
would cost residents only $177 
a year. 

“Now, we’re looking at 
$319,000 for a building, plus 
an additional $10,000 to move 
water and gas lines.” 

No decision was made Mon¬ 
day about either project, but 
Conway said he wants some 
answers when the fiscal court 
meets again Nov. 20 at 6 p.m. 

“I want a vote whether 
we’re going to build this build¬ 
ing or not,” he said.

tigators approached 
Hawks at his home and 
interviewed him out¬ 
side after he expressed 
concern that his wife 
would find out what he 
was doing, according to 
a transcript of the inter¬ 
view they conducted that 
night. 

During that interview, 
Hawks revealed that he 
became “stimulated” 
by looking at images of 
video of pre-pubescent 
girls as young as 6 years 
old, and that he had pre¬ 
viously been convicted of 
inappropriately touching 


an 8-year-old niece while 
babysitting. 

Documents on file 
also include chilling 
descriptions of photo and 
video files Hawks alleg¬ 
edly possessed or viewed, 
including naked children 
being forced into sexual 
encounters with adults 
and others being forced 
to show their genitalia. 

When police arrived 
at his home, Hawks told 
them he knew what they 
were looking for, and that 
the computer containing 
the images was in the 
trunk of his car. 

A police search of 
computers inside the 
home owned by Hawks’ 
wife and college-aged son

nography, according to 
the transcript. 

Hawks told investiga¬ 
tors that he is hetero¬ 
sexual and has no interest 
in boys. He said he was 
stimulated by looking at 
young naked girls, but 
aside from being charged 
for touching his niece, 
never tried to have sexual 
relations with them. 

Asked by an inves¬ 
tigator the age of the 
youngest girls he viewed, 
Hawks responded, “Eight, 


9,6,1 don’t know.” 

“I’m going to say that 
the age range of your por¬ 
nography for sex items is 
between the age of 8 and 
adults,” the investigator 
says in the transcript. 

“That’s at least fair,” 
replied Hawks. 

“Do you find you like 
a certain child video? I 
mean what age group do 
you like?” the investiga¬ 
tor asked. 

“I just look at them 
all,” replied Hawks. 

Hawks also revealed 


to investigators that he 
was charged in the early 
1990s with indecent 
exposure for allegedly 
showing his genitals to 
two teenage girls in Ohio, 
adding that the charge 
was later dismissed. 

He said he began look¬ 
ing at child pornography 
while he was separated 
from his wife. 

Hawks said a woman 
he was with at that time 
was concerned that her 
daughters were being 
sexually abused, and that 


she was afraid they had 
been videotaped per¬ 
forming sexual acts. 

Hawks told inves¬ 
tigators that he began 
searching the Internet for 
images of the girls, which 
lead him into being 
“stimulated” by those 
types of images. 

Asked by investigators 
if he should be around 
young girls, Hawks said 
no.

Cooper's fans rocked with 
their team Friday night 

he playoff pairings showed 
Anderson County was hosting 
a playoff football game Friday 

night. 

Could have fooled me. 

I even checked the mileage on my 
car. The odometer had barely moved 
since I left my office on the hill across 
Highway 127 from Anderson County 
High School. Apparently I had worked 
the game at Warford Stadium, but I 
could have sworn I had 
been to Cooper High 
School, just outside Cin¬ 
cinnati. 

On one side of the field, 
the stands were largely 
empty, half-full at best. 

The student section had 
maybe around 100 kids, 
probably less. 

On the other side, the 
fans packed it in. They 
roared at every big play. 

The band was rocking in a 
big-time atmosphere. 

Guess which one was the home side. 
If you guessed the one that was rock¬ 
ing, you fail the test. 

Cooper’s fans engaged in a wild 
celebration after whipping Anderson, 
48-0. 

“Look at that,” Anderson coach 
Mark Peach said as he paused during 
our post-game interview. “Look how 
long they are staying. You see how 
excited they are.” 

Rightly so. 

The Jaguar faithful were giddy 
about the school’s first playoff win in 
its five-year history. They had driven 
nearly 100 miles to see their team put 
on one of the most impressive displays 
of good ol’ knock-’em-down-help-’em- 
up-and-knock-’em-down-again foot¬ 
ball ever seen at Warford Stadium. 

“See how they are savoring that? 
They are staying on the field. Their 
players don’t want to leave because 
the playoffs are so special,” Peach said. 

Cooper’s fans rocked like they knew 
that championship high school foot¬ 
ball is more than just working in the 
weight room or having some speed- 
burners. It is an attitude that starts on 
the field but certainly permeates the 
surrounding community. 

“We have a great group of fans,” 
Cooper coach Randy Borchers said. 
“This is a young program and we went 
through some growing pains the first 
couple of years. We started winning a 
little last year and the people started 
getting excited.” 

Some were so excited they reached 
over to take some Anderson County 
grass home with them. Bearcat fans 
should understand. Some did the 
very same thing last November when 
Anderson defeated Conner for its first- 
ever regional championship. 

Ironically, when Cooper was formed 
in 2008, it got some students from 
Boone County and some from Ryle, 
but most were relocated from that 
same Conner. 

Even though Cooper is a young pro¬ 
gram, the community knows what it 
takes. The three schools from which it 
was formed have all experienced tre¬ 
mendous success over the years. Plus, 
there are some that will argue the 
best high school football in Kentucky 
is not played in the Louisville area, 
but in that northern Kentucky region 
across the Ohio River from Cincinnati. 

It’s a tradition the fans enthusiasti¬ 
cally embrace. 

Anderson County, even with a state 
runner-up finish last year, proved 
Friday night it has a long way to go 
before it is in that position. On the 
field, coach Mark Peach and his staff 
have done an incredible job since he 
was hired in December 2004. Ander¬ 
son is consistently ranked in Class 5A’s 
Top 10 and over the last six years has 
compiled a 57-17 record. 

But after Friday night, I have to 
really wonder about Anderson County, 
the geographical entity, and its com¬ 
mitment to building teams that desire 
to reside in the stratosphere of excel¬ 
lence, rather than the pretty good. 

For years, I have talked about how 
many opposing coaches would love to 
have Anderson’s normal crowds. That 
is true. It is also true that Anderson 
had over 4,000 fans in Bowling Green

Cooper ends Bearcat dreams of a repeat 


New school puts 
on old-fashioned 
performance 
in playoff opener

It was not your typical de¬ 
throning. 

There was nothing fancy. 
There were no last-second 
shenanigans. It was total 
domination. 


Cooper, the new kid on 
the block, but one steeped 
in football tradition, ended 
what many thought was 
Anderson County’s legiti¬ 
mate shot at repeating as 
Region 3 champions Friday 
night. The visitors from 
northern Kentucky quickly 
smashed that thinking, leav¬ 
ing no doubt who would 
advance to the second round 
of the Class 5A playoffs with 
a 48-0 thrashing. 

In earning the school’s 
first-ever playoff win, 
Cooper put on a clinic of 


old-fashioned, fundamental 
football. The Jaguars handed 
Anderson its first shutout 
since 2006. 

Anderson, last year’s state 
runner-up, had entered the 
playoffs with high hopes but 
ended the year at 8-3. Cooper 
improved to 10-1 and will 
play at South Oldham in this 
week’s regional semi-finals. 

“They performed at a 
high level tonight and we 
certainly did not,” Ander¬ 
son County coach Mark 
Peach said. That pretty well 
summed everything up. 


Cooper has only been in 
existence since 2008, but 
looked like a traditional 
power. The Jaguars whipped 
Anderson on both sides of 
the line of scrimmage and 
played mistake-free football. 
Running back A.J. Collins 
found gaping holes in the 
Anderson line to run for 
three touchdowns and 125 
yards. 

In the only semblance 
of Cooper doing anything 
fancy all night, Collins fired

Youth football league 
battles low numbers 


Local parent says games 
should be about learning

When the teams lined up for 
the final game of the 2012 edition 
of Anderson County youth foot¬ 
ball, there were no contrasting 
jersey colors. 

There was no way of telling 
who was on offense or defense 
other than yellow beanies 
stretched over eligible receivers. 

“We currently are averaging 
about 19 boys coming out in the 
third- and fourth-grade league,” 
says Brad Briscoe, a local volun¬ 
teer. “We don’t have enough kids 
to play and divide the players into 
teams. We have the same thing in 


the fifth- and sixth-grade league.” 

The numbers problem in youth 
football is not a new phenomenon. 
Briscoe says it has been an issue 
for several years. “Last year, it 
was a problem, but I didn’t realize 
it,” he said. “My son was not old 
enough to play. This year (when 
his son, Braxton, was eligible to 
play), I realized it was a problem.” 

Briscoe played in the Anderson 
County youth league as a child 
and has watched over the years. 

“In 2003 to 2006, we were aver¬ 
aging about 90 boys in the third- 
and fourth-grade league. It was 
the same thing in the fifth- and 
sixth-grade league. We were able 
to have five or six teams and kids 
were able to play and have fun.” 

Briscoe added that his season

Bowman makes own 
name as Wendy’s 
Heisman finalist

Forrest Bowman never really compared well 
with his older brother on the basketball court. 
Now, he’s glad he didn’t. 

The senior at Christian Academy of Law¬ 
renceburg turned his experiences in trying to 
live up to some self-imposed expectations into 
being named one of 20 state final¬ 
ists for the Wendy’s High School 
Heisman Award. Records were not 
readily available, but it is believed 
that Bowman is the first Anderson 
County resident to advance so far 
in the selection process for the 
prestigious award. 

The state winner was to be 
announced Monday and the 12 
national finalists will travel to New York for the 
announcement of the national winner on Dec. 7. 
It will be televised on one of the stations in the 
ESPN network. 

Bowman was one of 45,000 applicants nation¬ 
wide, according to a press release. He was select¬ 
ed from among 1,170 entries from Kentucky. 

The award recognizes outstanding high school 
seniors nationwide who excel in athletics, aca¬ 
demics and community leadership, according to 
the release. 

Part of the application process was the 
submission of an essay, in which Bowman 
recounted the experiences of trying to follow in 
the footsteps of his older brother, Carlos, one of 
the best basketball players to ever suit up for 
Chrstian Academy. 

“The essay was about living up to the expec¬ 
tations,” Forrest said. “Carlos played here, but I 
had to become my own player. My game is to 
pass the ball and rebound. I don’t score a lot.” 

Sandra Bowman, the principal of the Chris¬ 
tian Academy high school, watched her sons 
grow up close but different. “It was hard (on For¬ 
rest) to be Carlos’ little brother,” she said. “I won’t

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a 74-yard touchdown pass to Aaron 
Morgan that put his team up 21-0 
midway through the second quar¬ 
ter. 

Collins also picked off a pass 
and returned it 48 yards for a 
touchdown that was simply gravy 
on the main course. That put 
Cooper up 41-0 and capped a third 
quarter that saw the Jaguars end 
any hope of Anderson’s comeback. 

Anderson was in need of that 
comeback early but could not 
mount one as six turnovers - three 
fumbles and three interceptions - 
sealed the Bearcats’ fate. 

u Any time you have six turn¬ 
overs, it is a recipe for disaster,” 
Anderson coach Mark Peach said. 

Cooper had taken the opening 
kickoff, then drove 63 yards in 
nine plays. Collins shot through a 
hole and waltzed to the end zone 
from seven yards out. 

On the ensuing kickoff, Ander¬ 
son’s Ross Cox, the big play artist 
all season, was unable to cleanly 
field the kickoff at his own 18. 
When the ball bounded away, Coo¬ 
per’s Tanner Kissel pounced on it 
at the 25. Four plays later, Collins 
hit the end zone again, this time 
from 13 yards out with 6:43 left in 
the first quarter. 

“You had six minutes gone and 
we hadn’t even touched the foot¬ 
ball and were down 14-0,” Peach 
sighed. 

Cooper coach Randy Borchers 
added, “We were fortunate enough 
to get turnovers when we needed 
them.” 

Anderson finally settled down, 
driving to the Cooper 17, when Cox 
lost the handle again. On the very 


next play, Collins found Morgan 
well behind the Anderson defense 
for an easy scoring strike. 

A promising drive looking like 
Bearcat points suddenly turned 
into a 21-0 Cooper lead. 

Morgan had stopped Ander¬ 
son’s first drive when he swiped 
a Zachary Carmichael pass at the 
Cooper 15. Late in the half, Tyler 
Morris picked off a second Carmi¬ 
chael pass at the Cooper 1. All told, 
Anderson had five first-half pos¬ 
sessions and turned the ball over 
on four of them. 

Peach was puzzled by Ander¬ 
son’s sudden carelessness. “We had 
a great week of work and a great 
week of practice, compared to the 
Marion County game,” Peach said, 
referencing a stinker the Bearcats 
threw up a week earlier. 

Peach was asked if Anderson’s 
youth - many sophomores played 
key roles for the Bearcats - finally 
showed up at the wrong time. “We 
don’t use that as an excuse,” he 
said. “Last time I checked, Ken¬ 
tucky (basketball) did all right 
with freshmen last year.” 

While Cooper had been ranked 
in the state’s Top 10 most of the 
year, the Jaguars are somewhat of 
an unknown. That could be due to 
the relative newness of the school, 
but it could also be attributed in 
part to being overshadowed by 
some of the traditional northern 
Kentucky powers. 

Cooper, however, proved it 
was worthy of its No. 5 ranking. 
The Jaguars totaled 428 yards of 
offense and made moving the ball 
look easy at times. Defensively, the 
Jaguars not only forced six turn¬ 
overs, but also thwarted Ander¬ 
son’s attempts to generate offense. 
“It was hard to stop their run and 
we could not run the ball at all,” 
Peach said. 


Anderson mustered just 44 
yards in 23 ground attempts. At 
the same time, Cooper shut down 
the Anderson passing attack, 
ranked at the top of Class 5A in the 
final statewide statistics released 
last week. Carmichael, who had 
been hitting close to 65 percent of 
his passes on the year, completed 
just 12-of-28 with three intercep¬ 
tions. Cooper batted down five of 
his passes at the line of scrimmage. 

“I was real nervous coming into 
this game,” Borchers said. “I had 
talked to Coach Peach and told 
him this was not the matchup we 
want. We saw some film on Ander¬ 
son County and they are a great 
football team. They were runner- 
up last and we have followed them 
all year. They have beaten some 
really good football teams. 

“This is one of our best football 
wins. That is how much I think of 
that team.” 

Peach would return the com¬ 
pliments. “Cooper is an outstand¬ 
ing football team and you can’t 
take anything away from that. 
They are the most complete team 
we have seen this year. Offense, 
defense, kicking game. They are 
well-coached.” 

It was a great team that ended 
the winningest four-year run in 
Anderson history as the current 
seniors won 38 games in their 
careers. “We are going to celebrate 
our seniors at the banquet. Our 
freshmen and JV teams had great 
years,” Peach said. “We will cel¬ 
ebrate that. 

“Our middle school had a suc¬ 
cessful year. Moving forward, we 
are hopeful our underclassmen 
can use this experience to move 
forward to next season.”

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finally ended with 24 kids on the 
team, far too many for one team 
but not enough to divide. 

“When you have 24 kids, you 
try to get them all equal playing 
time and that is tough,” Briscoe 
said. “We also don’t have enough 
to go round-robin (scheduling) and 
we have to go out of town to play 
other teams.” 

That, in itself, is another issue, 
Briscoe says. 

“Recently we played a team 
that had some kids who had 
turned 11 years old. We had kids 
who were seven, eight or nine and 
they got killed on the field,” he 
said. “We also have parents hav¬ 
ing to drive to Richmond or Boyle 
County or another community for 
their boys to play football.” 

Briscoe says he and other con¬ 
cerned parents envision a league 
with about 100 boys so they can 
have six teams of 16 to 18 players 
and all get roughly equal playing 
time. “We want an instructional 
league where they are learn¬ 
ing, having fun and learning the 
game,” he said. 

Briscoe, a local physical thera¬ 
pist who works with the Anderson 


County High School football team, 
spoke before a recent Bearcat 
game. He believes a strong youth 
league pays dividends at the high 
school varsity level. “Five or six 
years ago, we had these boys,” he 
said as the Bearcats were going 
through their pre-game warmups. 
“You see what the program is now. 
It is an awesome program.” 

The local league, like many 
other recreational leagues across 
the country, is competing with 
select or travel teams, which are 
now springing up in football as 
they have in many other sports 
over the years. 

“Some of the local boys have 
left and gone to Frankfort to play 
and that is killing us,” Briscoe said. 
“Some of the Frankfort coaches 
come over and get the Anderson 
County kids to play for them in an 
all-star game type competition.” 

Briscoe said the typical select 
team atmosphere in youth football 
consists of about 20 kids being 
placed on an all-star team that 
travels. He believes the local rec¬ 
reation league format serves kids 
better. 

“Youth league should be about 
learning the game and having 
fun,” he repeated. “What we are 
runing into is all about winning.” 

Briscoe also believes fall base¬ 
ball, a relatively new offering in 


Anderson County, has taken some 
kids away from football but its 
impact can’t be accurately mea¬ 
sured at this time. 

He also believes the recent scare 
over head injuries in the National 
Football League has played a part 
in the numbers problem. Briscoe 
says the fears, while not unfound¬ 
ed, need to be tempered with real¬ 
ity. “At this young age, they don’t 
get the contact the people see in 
the pros,” he said. “It is totally dif¬ 
ferent. It is like comparing pro box¬ 
ing to the Blue Grass State Games 
9-year-old karate. You can’t com¬ 
pare them.” 

Briscoe hopes things turn 
around before the fall of 2013. 

“Next year will be a huge year,” 
he said. “Anderson County will, for 
the first time, have its own little 
league field (at Community Park). 
That will be a make or break year. 

“When I played, we had guys 
like my dad, Larry Briscoe, and 
Dale Wright, who were just trying 
to teach us the game of football. 

“We are going to build this pro¬ 
gram back up but we have to have 
boys sign up. It’s all about having 
fun and everybody getting experi¬ 
ence.”

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for the state football finals last 
December and sold an estimated 
7,000 tickets for the the basketball 
Sweet 16 in 2009. 

But for some reason, early play¬ 
off games just don’t seem to excite 
people around town. Several years 
ago, the Bearcats hosted Iroquois in 
the first round and lost money. 

Repeat. A playoff game was a 
money-losing proposition. 

I have seen countless basketball 
district openers or regional open¬ 
ers with only a handful of people 
there. As a fan of the games, I am 
at a loss as to why. In the subse¬ 


quent rounds, the fans pack them 
in again. 

Let me interject that those 
empty seats did not miss a tackle 
or turn the ball over. The Bearcats 
did enough of those things on their 
own. But the empty seats were 
puzzling at best. 

Some fans were upset the school 
band was not in attendance, but 
they were on the way to their own 
competition. They have done a 
marvelous job all season and those 
who might want to criticize have 
likely not been to band contests. 

As much as I wish the band had 
been around Friday, I respect and 
support its decision to pursue 
excellence in its field too. 

Perhaps in the future, a possible 
solution to that would be putting 


together an alumni band, similar 
to what UK does during the Christ¬ 
mas holiday when students are not 
around Lexington. 

Friday, the weather was good. 
Cool, yes, but almost perfect foot¬ 
ball weather. The University of 
Kentucky was not playing basket¬ 
ball and Springsteen didn’t rock 
the area until Saturday night. 

Last Friday, Anderson County’s 
community support of a team that 
had gone 8-2, but was playing the 
toughest home playoff game in 
nearly 20 years was poor. 

It certainly was not what one 
would expect of a championship 
program.

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Playing like the pros

INDIANAPOLIS - Anderson 
County was a far cry from the 
Indiana Pacers or Sacramento 
Kings Saturday afternoon but 
the Bearcats did just fine in 
their scrimmage against South¬ 
western at Bankers Life Field- 
house in Indianapolis.
